I.IEUTENANT GIBSOK. 

Tlie well-known pedigree expert, W, H. Rowe, 
tliinke pretty well of Lieutenant Gibson and in 
a recent article says of some features of his 
ancestral blood lines : “Lieutenant Gibson is 
by G. W. Johnson out of Sophia Hardy, she by 
Glengarry out of Unaka, she by Enquirer out of 
Wampee, she by John Morgan out of Dora, she 
by Australian out of Lindora by Lexington. 
Lindora’s dam was the famous Picayune, whose 
descent is one of the best of our so called 
‘native’ lines, although it has experienced some- 
what hard luck in having its better class of 
representatives ineligible for tlie general run of 
our classic events. In my li.st of famous three- 
year-old and senior events, for example, I find 
it represented by only three successes up to 
1895>, these being the Kentucky Derbys of 
Vagrant in 1876 and Lookout in 1893, and Ida 
Hope’s Alabama in 188.5. 

“ ‘She was one of the best broodmares in 
America’ was written of Picayune in the earliest 
Stud Book, however, and one may regard her 
female line as having met much the same ill 
luck in the American classics as has character- 
ized family 19 in England. We have an evidence 
of this close up in Lieutenant Gibson's pedi- 
gree, too, for his fourth dam, Dora, produced 
Calomel, the dam of Raceland, whose absence 
from the classics of his day was but one of a 
long series of similar conditions in the family’s 
history. 

“G. W. Johnson’s sire, Iro<iuois, was by Leam- 
ington, as also was Enquirer ; but we find in Lieu- 
tenant Gibson’s pedigree much the same condi- 
tions as seem to necessarily obtain in all cases of 
conspicuously successful inbreeding to Leaming- 
ton. Dora was by Australian (he by West Aus- 
tralian, son of Melbourne) out of Lindora, by 
Lexington. Enquirer’s dam was by Lexington 
out of a mare who brought a decidedly close 
doubling of this male line of Diomed, of which 
Lexington himself possessed three very close 
lines. lro<iuois’ dam we know to have been by 
Australian out of a mare by Boston, sire of 
Lexington, while the granddam of G. W. John- 
son was by Vandal, who came close from the 
sane line of family 12 which produced Lex- 
ington. 

“Vandal himself was by Glencoe, of whom 
Lieutenant Gibson has two other strains, while 
t^neeu Mary and .Alice Hawthorne, two of 
England's greatest matrons, are found at close 
range in the dam of G. W, Johnson and the sire 
of Sophia Hardy. Indeed, this latter horse 
(Glengarry) combines a double line of Touch- 
stone (14) blood, which is well associated with 
the Leamington (14) in Enquirer, nicked as it is 
in G. W. Johnson’s pedigree by Iro<iuois. 

“An interesting feature of Lieutenant Gib- 
son’s granddam, Wampee, is the fact that her 
sire, John Morgan, brings another great line of 
12, through the fact that his dam was Sallie 
Lewis, by Glencoe, from whose female line came 
such gems as Susquehanna. Potomac, Sensa- 
tion, Harold, etc., all these being characterized 
by the Leamington-Lexington-Glencoe associa- 
tion found to be so closely allied in Lieutenant 
Gibson’s granddam.” 



ABOUT ETH ELBERT. 

Discussing affairs at Morris Park Sunday and 
Ethelbert’s future engagements, the New York 
Sun of Monday says: 

“The various strings at the pictures(jue course 
were let off with mild exercise gallops, as the 
youngsters who had been through the mill on 
Saturday needed a rest, while even the handi- 
cap horses that were not out in the Metropol- 
itan have been working hard enough to earn a 
holiday. Accordingly, there was ample time for 
sip, and, as at the other tracks and the city 



resorts of horsemen, the chief topic was the 
running of Ethelbert. There had been an im- 
pression in some quarters that the noted son of 
Eothen— Maori might not develop enough speed 
over so short a course as the W ithers mile to 
hold rivals whose specialty is sprintiug. It was 
also thought that the horse would need a bruis- 
ing race or two before reaching his best form, 
but all doubts on these points have been set at 
rest and many more brilliant triumphs are now 
predicted for Perry Belmont’s champion. 

“Ethelbert will have to do some great things 
t« eclipse his record of 1898 and 1899, and a brief 
sketch of his career at this stage may be found 
interesting. He was bred at the Eothen stock 
farm by the same sire who produced Requital, 
a past winner of the Futurity and Realization. 
Ethelbert’s dam was imported from England as 
a two-year-old in 1887 and raced successfully 
here. The noted turfman, James Galway, 
entered Ethelbert freely as a two-year-old and 
in twelve starts the colt was only once unplaced, 
his victories including the Spring Stakes at 
Sheepshead and the Nursery Stakes at Morris 
Park. After this race his present owner bought 
him and the youngster failed to carry his new 
colors into the moaey in the White Plains 
Handicap. Ethelbert was then retired for the 
winter and ' o came out last year in magnificent 
trim and began by beating everything in the 
Metropolitan except the flying Filigrane. Ten 
days later he won a purse at Morris Park and 
before the spring meeting there ended he car- 
ried full stake weight to the front in the Poc- 
antico Handicap. He won the Broadway Stakes 
at Gravesend and followed this up with a vic- 
tory in the Spindrift Stakes at Sheepshead Bay. 

“His crowning achievement, however, was in 
the historic Lawrence Realization at the Bay, 
when he spread-eagled his field and earned a 
place on the roll of honor made up of Salvator, 
Tournament, Potomac, Tammany, Daily .Ymer- 
ica, Dobbins, Bright Phoebus, Re(iuital, The 
Friar and Hamburg. Ethelbert then essayed 
to meet the older division in the Brighton Han- 
dicap, but Imp was just on edge and the old 
mare proved too much for him. If horses ever 
look for revenge Ethelbert must have enjoyed 
his of last Saturday, for he gave a decided 
trouncing to the idol of Chillicothe. 

“The Metropolitan hero has five other en- 
gagements during the present meeting at Morris 
Park. He is entered for the Toboggan Handi- 
cap to-morrow, the Crotona Highweight Handi- 
cap on Thursday, the New Rochelle Handicap 
on May 15, the Claremont Highweight Handicap 
on May 17 and the Van Cortlandt Highweight 
Handicap on May 23. It would be unreasonable 
to suppose that he will go for all of them, but 
horsemen are hoping that he will turn out in 
the highweight series just to see whether he 
really is in a class by himself or whether the 
handicapber can bring the other entries on a 
level with him. 

“One of the most important debatable points 
raised in the Metropolitan aftermath is how far 
the form will hold true in the Brooklyn, Subur- 
ban and Brighton Handicaps. In aU these Imp 
is set to carry top weight and concede a pound 
to Ethelbert, the same basis on which they met 
last Saturday. Box, who split the pair at Mor- 
ris Park, with 121 pounds up, receives an allot- 
ment of 118 in the Brooklyn and 117 in the 
Suburban and Brighton. Voter is rated in all 
three as two pounds better than Box.” 

GOS.SIF OF THE TURF. 

Yesterday’s Cincinnati Enquirer says : “Man- 
ager Frank Fowler, of the Queen City Jockey 
Club, is lying dangerously ill at his residence 
on Greenup street, near Eighteenth, in Cov- 
IngtoB. 

“Mr. Fowler was taken down with peritonitis 



about 10 days ago, and was confined to his room 
up until last Saturday. His physician gave him 
permission to sit up on Sunday last and on Mon- 
day ho was improved. Yesterday morning, 
however, a relapse came, and his condition 
greatly alarmed his friends. It will require 
several days of absolute rest and careful nursing 
before the critical stage is passed, but Dr. 
Kearns, the attending physician, thinks the 
patient will pull through all right.” 

Starter James Caldwell has accepted the 
position of starter at the Colorado meetings 
which begin May 30. The opening will be at 
Colorado Springs, where three or four days’ 
racing will be held, then Pueblo will give a 
few days’ sport and Denver will open June 9 
with a program of trotting, pacing and running 
to last two weeks. Many California running 
horses will take part in these races and quite a 
number of harness horses from the Pacific 
Slope will also participate. The officials so far 
appointed for the Overland Park meeting at 
Denver are as follows: James Caldwell, starter 
of running races ; John Ten Eyck, starter of 
harness races; F. E. Mulholland, handicapi)er; 
William Shuckman, clerk of the scales. 

One of the highest class two-year-olds that 
has developed lliis year in California is Rollick, 
the chestnut gelding by Take Notice — Happy 
Maiden in the Burns & Waterhoase string. 
Rollick won his sixth siiccessive race at Oak- 
land on Monday, running the four furlongs in 
481 seconds and winning easily. Happy Maiden 
is a young mare foaled in 1893, and is by Mid- 
lothian— Felicity, by Onondaga, granddam Bliss, 
by Bonnie Scotland. Rollick is a good looking 
chestnut. — Breeder and Sportsman. 

In speaking of Kilmarnock’s showing in the 
Metropolitan, John E. Madden said: “Kilmar- 
nock did not run his race. Odom laid out of it 
too long, and when he made his run he met with 
some interference. Tlie colt will show up to 
better advantage the next time he goes to the 
post.” Mr. Madden claims he has some likely 
two-year-olds. He is waiting for them to ‘‘thaw 
out,” as he puts it, stating that it takes horses 
some time to become acclimated when shipped 
from Kentucky here. — Morning Telegraph. 

“M. F. Tarpey is the best two-year-old in 
the Corrigan stable,” said Dick Williams. 
“This colt Father York, you hear so much 
about, is not to be compared with M. F. 
Tarpey, that is to say, as far as their work 
is concerned. I saw the pair work together at 
Ingleside, and Tarpey always took Father 
York’s measure. Toah, a colt out of the famous 
old race mare Modesty, is about the second best 
two-year-old in the Corrigan string. 

“Schreiber’s stable won about fifty races 
and nearly $25,000 in stakes and purses on 
the coast the past winter,” continued Will- 
iams. “Sofala was the best bread winner, 
with Bannockburn a close second. He 
started six tintes, won four races and was 
second twice. Malay and Geyser both beat 
him, but neither had any license to do it. 
Bannockburn is the best race horse and the 
best looking one 1 ever saw. Forte a good 
horse over a distance of ground. Schreiber 
bought him for $.500 from Pat Dunne last 
fall and won $5,000 with him at San Fran- 
cisco. He will be heard from in the long 
races east next fall. The stable made a big 
killing with Foul Play the only time she 
ever started. She bowed in that race and had 
to be turned out. Jerry Hunt was lame all 
winter and never could be gotten to a race. 
Miss Marion, after a hard campaign all last fall, 
stood a winter’s hammering in good shape. 
Nothing but her class carried her through. She 
will be a good mare next fall.”-St.LonisRepublic 



LAKESIDE TODAY. 

Everything is in readiness for the opening of 
the fifteen days’ racing season this afternoon at 
the Lakeside track. Today’s card is very at- 
tractive. There are eighty-one horses in the 
six races, and were it not that many owners 
anticipated a wet track there could have been 
double that number of entries.

The speed- 
way has become thoroughly dried and it is very 
fast. 

All of the officials are in town. Colonel Ham, 
ilton arrived yesterday from Mt. Sterling. Ky., 
with his usual fund of good stories and is stop- 
ping at the Auditorium A’nnex. 

That to-day’s card is a good one is evidenced 
from the number of high-class animals which 
are entered. From a spectator’s point of view 
three races are on the programme which wiM 
merit the approval of the grandstand. They 
are all at one mile or over and the entries m 
them make safe the prediction that each will 
furnish good sport. 

What doubtless will be the feature race of the 
day is the first race at five furlongs.
